More recently, he has been trying to arrange for the travel of one of his associates on 
behalf of the BGBERET program, generally, he fellows a completely pro-U.S. editorial 
policy and both he and his principal writers spontaneously support U.S. positions. His 
ability to accept guidances is limited by the nature of his publication (independent and 
somewhat conservative) and by the responsible position wnicn it enjoys locally. It is 
usually not possible to place spot WOLIME items with him.

Damage Potential: Subject first met C- □ as a member of LNCOLD; however, as a result 

of insinutations made to LEITENBERGER by C _□ Subject assumed CL 3 to have 

intelligence duties. Cl assumed that CL J2 (a witting collaborator) indicated 

or implied to LEITENBERGER what C. J3 previous position was in Hamburg, and assuming 
that he still had intell duties, passed this information along to Subject.
